that his wife, aged 4.I or 50 years, was 
^oing to die with her beloved hiiMhand's 
hody, in the hurnin); flame. I was very 
Horry ; had I known of Ids sickness be­ 
fore tlic book was returned to me, I 
wonld certainly have endeavored Id ap­ 
proach hi^ death bed with the news of 
salvation. 
Alas ! I cannot help it i the 
soul ia gone. 
' 1 sent word to her shns, that I wished 
to speak with their mother ; but they 
refust-d my entrance into their house, 
und dcsii-cd me, if 1 wished to speak 
wiiii her, to go to the^>lticu of burning, 
which was on the high road, a little dis- 
lance IVom the town. 1 watched the 
opportunity, and aboUt 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon, I was informed that the rhi»- 
erable woman had been led out from her 
house, the corpse ol her husband having 
been carried a litllo before to tbe pjLace, 
under the shade of a large tree, líear- 
ing this I went thither.
